2. It is requested that your office provide an opinion on 
the following questions: 

a. Recognizing that annual leave accrued in the 
Department of State since the enactment of P.L* 233 
(82nd Congress) is transferred, can it be concluded that 
service time in the State Department, upon which the trans- 
ferable leave is based, may be counted toward satisfaction 
of the requirement in \ ~~| 
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b* Can service in the State Department be credited 
even though lump sum payment has been made for such 
accrued annual leave? 

c. If a and b above, are answered in the affirm- 
ative, is an - employee of the CIA eligible for home leave 
even though he does not have sufficient leave on hand to 
carry him in a pay status for thirty days, by reason of 
receiving lump sum payment for annual leave accumulated 
in the State Department?
